Which Is a |»art of the oratorical bat­ 
tle which will end next Monday with 
a state progressive conference at Co­ 
lumbus. 
At this conference a plat­ 
form of progressive Republican prin­ 
ciples w ill be adopted and La Follette 
may be endorsed for the presidency 
A t any rate this conference will mark 
the real beginning of the fight to send 
an anti-Taft delegation to the nation­ 
al Republican convention In Chicago 
in June. 
All over Ohio this week progressive 
leaders are speaking. 
They are arous­ 
ing interest in the state conference 
which will be held in Columbus New 
Y ear’s day. 


What Progre s s iv e s Propos e . 


This is what the progressives pro 
pose to do at the conference: 
Adopt a platform of progressive Re­ 
publican principles. 
Kffect a permanent state organiza­ 
tion. 
Endorse a progressive Republican 
candidate for president, or pass reso­ 
lutions 
disapproving 
of 
President 
Taft's administration. 
In issuing the rail for the confer­ 
ence John D. Faekler made it a gen­ 
eral invitation "to all progressive Re­ 
publicans. whether they are for Roose­ 
velt. La Follette or any other thor­ 
oughbred progressive Republican." 
W hile at lK)th meetings the major 
portion of time was devoted to explain­ 
ing what progressive 
Republicanism 
means, Senator La Follette gave some 
attention to corporations. He attacked 
the Payne Aldrich tariff bill and de­ 
nounced *he Aldrich currency plan.

De­ 
spite a snowstorm, which raged all 
day long, both the reception and tin 
nneting in the armory at night were 
attended by large crowds

Follet te launched into a discussion of 
Klbert H. G ary’s plan for fed» ral r< fil­ 
iation of prices as a relief from mo­ 
nopoly. 
Mr. La Follette said he had 
no patience with this method. 
In his 
analysis he went further and said ulti­ 
mately the government would have to 
fix prices of labor, hours of employ­ 
ment and compensation 
of original 
producers in order to fix accurately 
the prices to he offered the consumers 


Propos e s a Plan. 


Instead of the (¡ary plan or the Taft 
plan of a federal license for Incorpora­ 
tions Senator La Follette proposed his 
own plan for a commission on 
re­ 
straints of trade to reliev e th e country 
of th e condition in which he finds it. 
Th e senator suw 
great evil in 
the 
growth of tlie trusts and describing it 
said : 
‘ A tremendous power has grown up 
In the country In root nt years. Again 
and again it has proven strong enough 
to nominate the candidate of both po­ 
litical parties. 
It rules in the organi­ 
sation of legislative bodies, state and 
national, and of the committees which 
frame legislation, 
its influence is felt 
in cabinets and In the policies of ad­ 
ministrations. 
its influence is seen in 
the appointment of prosecuting officers 
Hn<l the selection of judges upon the 
bench. 
“ In business it has crippled or de­ 
stroyed competition 
It bas stifled in­ 
dividual in'tiutive. 
It has rtx«*d lim ita­ 
tions in the field of production. 
It 
makes prices and imposes its burdens 
upon the consuming public at will.”

New York, Dec. 28.—Although Presi 
dent Taft is to be the guest of honor 
and Andrew' Carnegie is down on the 
program as honorary president, the 
pending arbitration treaties with Great 
Britain and 
France, for 
which 
Mr 
Taft has labored and which Mr. Car­ 
negie has endorsed, are 
not 
to be 
brought officially before the Citizens 
peace banquet, to be held at the W al 
dorf Astoria Saturday night. 
At least this is the plan of a major 
ity of 
the executive 
committee as 
voiced by M illard J. Bloomer, the ex 
ecutive secretary. 
The committee had 
reached this decision, said Bloomer, 
after he had informed its members of 
the receipt weeks ago of a letter from 
Theodore Roosevelt, declining as an 
opponent of 
certain 
phases of 
the 
pending treaties, to attend the ban 
quet. 
Mr. Bloomer then laid the mat 
ter before the committee and it was 
decided, he said, that the sense of the 
body was that the specific purpose of 
the dinner was not to endorse the 
agreements. 


Roos e v e lt Again De cline s . 


W ith this revised understanding Mr 
Bloomer called on Colonel Roosevelt 
again, and again the colonel declinetl 
flatly to attend. 
But Mr, Bloomer said 
this would not change the attitude of 
the promoters toward the scope of tiie 
gathering. 
In other words it was for 
the 
purpose 
of 
promoting 
“ world 
peace in general, without reference to 
any treaty in particular.’’ 
W hether 
President 
Taft and 
Mr. 
Carnegie understood this when they 
accepted invitations to the banquet. 
Mr. Bloomer could not sav. 
That is 
sue, he explained, had not been raised 
at the time the invitations were sent 
out. 
Mayor Gaynor has declined to serve 
on the reception committee at the din 
ner.

Washington, Dec. 28,— The necessity 
for a leasing law applicable to publ;» i 
mineral lands, is pointed out by Geor? 
Otis Smith, director of the

States geological survey, in his annual j 
report, just made public. 
"The present 
uncertainty whether 
Ihc phosphate rock of th»* public land i 
should be entered under the lode law j 
or under tin1 placer law,” says Mr 
Smith, "Is conclusive evidence of the 
need of legislation. 
The realization 
that fin* phosphate deposits are more 
extensive than was known or suspect | 
ed when the survey’s geologists beg. n : 
land classification work in Idaho and 
Wyoming, do« s not lessen but rath» 
Increases the urgency for a leaslr 
law which will provide for the utiliza­ 
tion of this large supply of mir< ral I 
fertilizer so as to meet both present ! 
and future needs.” 
Estim ates by the g« ologieal survey I 
place the amount of potash in tin : 
l/eucite hills of Wyom ing at 200,000,- j 
000 tons.

The pronouncement of acquittnl wn 
first taken quietly by the defendants 
but after an adjournment to an ant* 
room they gave way to their emotion 
in tears when embraced by relative 
and friends.

specifically with manslaughter in ti,<* 
case of Margaret Schwarz, a young 
girl wim was found dead n«*ar a door 
on the nintli floor of the building 
The main argument of both prosecu­ 
tion and d«*f«*»so was directed against 
this door, tin* stat«* introducing more 
than a hundred witnesses in an at 
tempt to prove it was locked.
